The Extreme Energy Gathering will bring together diverse 
campaigns and communities that are resisting extreme 
energy extraction methods for a weekend of networking, 
strategising and sharing of skills and knowledge. 

What is Extreme Energy? 

Extreme Energy is the process where energy extraction 
methods grow increasingly more intense over time, as 
easier to extract resources are depleted. Driven by 
unsustainable energy consumption, the increased 
extraction effort is resulting in growing destruction of both 
communities and the environment. The local and global 
environmental impacts are growing at a frightening rate 
and are also accessing fossil fuels which would previously 
left in the ground. A number of new extraction methods 
threaten to devastate our countryside, while increasing our 
contribution to the global ecological crisis. Extreme energy 
methods include bio-energy, coal bed methane (CBM), new 
nuclear, opencast coal mining, shale gas and oil, tar sands 
and underground coal gasification (UCG). 

The Gathering 

Empowering and connecting communities to resist this 
destruction is crucial. The gathering aims to provide a 
space to allow diverse campaigns to meet, share 
information and support each other. In particular it is 
intended to help network traditional activists and people 
from threatened communities. Priorities for the gathering 
include developing shared narratives, a focus on 


community organising, building stronger networks, 
developing strategies/tactics and sharing skills and 
knowledge. A programme for the weekend will be appear 
on the website shortly. 

Practical Considerations 

The Extreme Energy Gathering is taking place at MERCi in 
Manchester on the weekend of 27/28th April 2013. For 
individuals planning travel arrangements, the Gathering 
will be starting at 10am on Saturday 27th (with tea and 
chitchat from 9:30am) and finishing 4.30pm on Sunday 
28th April. However crash space and food will be available 
from 6pm on the Friday night (please e-mail us if you are 
planning to arrive on Friday). Food will be (breakfast, 
lunch and dinner on Sat and breakfast and lunch on Sun) 
and as well as crash space (a floor to sleep on) on Sat night 
(bring sleeping bags and roll mats). A limited number of 
beds will be available (please e-mail us if need a bed). We 
are aiming to keep costs to a minimum, but there will be a 
suggested donation (hopefully less than £20) to cover food, 
venue hire etc.

What is Extreme Energy? 

Extreme Energy is the process whereby energy extraction 
methods grow progressively more intense over time, as 
easier to extract resources are depleted. The process is 
driven by unsustainable energy consumption and is 
important because extraction effort is strongly correlated 
with damage to both society and the environment. 

Examples of new extreme energy methods include Tar 
Sands, Deep Water and Arctic Drilling, Open Cast Mining 
and Fracking, but even conventional fossil fuel exploitation 
is becoming more extreme. The intensity of extraction 
effort needed translates pretty directly into the fraction of 
the economy that must be devoted to energy extraction, 
and therefore dictates what is left over for the rest of 
society. 

The course our society is on leads to a world where energy 
corporations (Exxon, BP etc.) hog an ever growing fraction 
of human activity while everyone else is starved of 
resources. The local and global environmental impacts of 
energy extraction are also growing at a frightening rate and 
these new methods are also often accessing fossil fuels 
which would previously not have been left in the ground. 

What about the UK? 

In the British Isles a large number of new extraction 
methods threaten to devastate communities and the 
countryside, while increasing our contribution to the global 
ecological crisis. 


In addition to a surge in open cast coal mining and onshore 



conventional oil and gas extraction, entirely new methods 
such as fracking for shale gas and coalbed methane (CBM) 
looks set to coat large areas of the countryside with 
thousands of wells. 

Beyond that underground coal gasification (UCG) 
threatens to bring vast industrial devastation, similar to the 
tar sands in Canada, much closer to home. A new batch of 
even more dangerous nuclear power stations and large 
number of biomass power stations are also on the cards. 

However there is a silver lining to these forbidding clouds. 
Across the globe communities are organising to counter 
extreme energy extraction. Where once such threats 
seemed distance (other people’s problems), now they are 
creeping into people’s back gardens. Empowering and 
connecting communities to resist this destruction is crucial. 

Who is involved in the Gathering? 

Groups are coming together from across the South West, 
including Biofuelswatch, Frack Free Somerset, Bristol 
Rising Tide, Frack Off, South West Against Nuclear, Stop 
Hinkley, Frack Free Wales, Frack Free Dorset and more.

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EDF suing climate activists for £5 million

Following the week-long shut-down and occupation of 
EDF’s West Burton gas-fired power station last October by 
campaign group 'No Dash for Gas', EDF has launched a 
civil claim for damages against the group and associated 
activists for costs the company claims to have incurred - a 
figure it puts at £5 million [1]. 

Should the claim succeed, several of the campaigners face 
losing their homes, and all could face bankruptcy or be 
forced to pay a percentage of their salaries to EDF for 
decades to come. The amount of the claim represents just 



0.3% of EDF's annual UK profits, which rose by 7.5% this 
year to £1.7 billion [2]. 

This is the first time an energy company has attempted 
such a claim, and campaigners say it represents the 
opening of a new front against peaceful direct action 
protesters. If successful, it could have a chilling effect on 
other groups - such as UK Uncut and Greenpeace - who 
use civil disobedience to challenge social and 
environmental problems. 



Aneaka Kelly, one of the No Dash for Gas defendants said: 
'This un-civil action by EDF is not about money - they 
know we don't have this kind of cash. EDF just want to 
make sure that anyone who tries to stand up and 
challenge their profiteering price hikes, shady government 
lobbying and climate-trashing power plants is quickly 
silenced by the threat of legal action.” 

Sixteen campaigners occupied two chimneys at West 
Burton for a week in October 2012, stopping nearly 20,000 
tonnes of CO2 emissions [3]. The activists - 21 in total - 
were convicted of aggravated trespass at Mansfield 
Magistrates Court today. Seventeen are due to be sentenced 


on March 20th, and the remaining four on April 2nd. 

There is evidence that Nottinghamshire Police colluded 
with EDF against 'No Dash for Gas' by formally serving 
civil papers on the activists after their arrest, and by 
sharing their personal data with the power company. In 
one case officers served the papers on the activists’ lawyer, 
in another they chased an activist down the street outside 
the station and served the papers on him directly, 
commenting, “I’m doing this as a courtesy to EDF” [4]. Last 
week, the Home Secretary was questioned in Parliament 
about whether this kind of practice is routine [5]. 

The campaigners believe that Nottinghamshire Police's 
support for the civil claim is part of a larger strategy to 
crack down on environmental protest, as evidenced by the 
use of extremely onerous bail conditions on the activists 
after their arrest. They were not allowed to associate with 
each other and most were subject to home curfews from 
9pm to 7am. Those conditions were only lifted once the 
company had ordered its own civil legal strategy against 
the activists. FOI documents obtained by No Dash for Gas 
show that a Special Advisor in the Department for Energy 
was liaising with the police about those bail conditions 
before most of the 
activists were even arrested. [6] 

In another incident, Counter Terrorism Command officers 
visited an activist at her home to 'remind' her of her bail 
conditions and caution her against going within 50 metres 
of E.ON's Grain Island Power Station. 

Deeply concerned by police involvement in the 
unprecedented civil claim, the activists’ lawyer Mike 
Schwarz of Bindmans wrote to the police asking to view 
CCTV footage from inside the station, only to be told it had 
probably been deleted as footage was only kept for three 


months - despite the fact that this three-month deadline 
had not yet passed. 


Aneaka Kelly from No Dash For Gas said: “The police are 
meant to be working in the public interest, not acting as 
EDF's private police force. If I wanted to sue EDF over 
their pollution or their price hikes, would you expect the 
police to deliver the legal papers to EDF on my behalf, or 
hand over the names and addresses of their top 
executives? Somehow, I don't think so” 


The protest itself aimed to challenge the Government's plan 
to build up to 40 new gas-fired power stations, which 
would see gas accounting for over 50% of the UK's power 
generation over the next three decades. The Government's 
own Committee on Climate Change have said that a new 
“dash for gas” would make it impossible for the 
Government to meet its legally-binding carbon reduction 
targets, and thus would push us ever closer to the brink of 
unstoppable climate change [7]. 



The Committee also point out that a greater reliance on gas 
would increase household bills by up to six times more 
than a shift to renewable energy [8]. These comments were 
echoed this week by the Chief Executive of Ofgem Alistair 
Buchanan, who warned that an increased reliance on gas 
will lead to higher prices in the near future [9]. 
Campaigners blame the lobbying power of big energy 
companies like EDF for the Government's current pro-gas 
position [10]. 

The case is reminiscent of the record-breaking “McLibel” 
case, when the fast food chain McDonalds sued two 
activists from North London from 1990-1997. 

Ewa Jasiewicz, another No Dash for Gas defendant said: 
'This is starting to look just like McLibel. It's a David and 
Goliath battle between protesters with nothing but their 
bodies to put in the way, and out-of-control Big Energy 
which has a business plan that will drive up bills, push 
millions into fuel poverty and crash our climate targets. 
We will be resisting EDF's claim every step of the way'.

On Sat 9th February, suspicious people in hi-viz vests, 
representatives of some big corporation, were spotted in 
Keynsham by members of Frome Anti Fracking 
[http://fromeantifracking.blogspot.co.uk/], Transition 
Keynsham [http://keynshamt.wordpress.com/] and Bristol 
Rising Tide. They started to set up a drilling rig, right in the 
centre of town. "Shale Gas at any cost" seemed to be their 
motto. 

After some banging and shaking of the rig, chemicals were 
pumped down below the surface. They said it was all safe, 
but they didn't seen happy when any got spilt. They assured 
passers by that no toxins could possibly leak into their 
water supply, and that anyway, if any were to leak, it was 
"all perfectly safe to drink." 

Strangely enough, there appeared to be some dissenting 
voices around, with leaflets, who engaged passers by, 
explaining the dangers of the Fracking process, and how it 
was likely to be coming to the Mendip area in the very near 
future. 



Around 400 leaflets were distributed during the 2 hours 
that Frack Free Somerset

Workshop

Frack Free February was kickstarted this weekend with a 
workshop at the Kebele Social Centre 
[http://www.kebelecoop.org/] on Community Resistance 
to Extreme Energy followed by a fundraising evening of 
acoustic folk rock and punk, raising over £150 towards the 
Frack Free Somerset campaign. 

The workshop, which brought together people from across 
the South West including Bristol, Somerset and South 
Wales, was focused on the wide spectrum of community 
groups across the world that are resisting ‘extreme energy’ 
- the last ditch attempts at fossil fuels, which take 
increasing amounts of energy to access and have increasing 
harmful impacts and risks. Included under this banner are 
various unconventional gas developments, such as 
fracking, coal bed methane and underground coal 
gasification, as well as nuclear power, more extreme forms 
of mining, such as open cast mines as well as biofuels and 
their astounding impact on ecosystems and communities. 

After a go-round and an introduction to Frack Free 
February [http://www.frackfreesomerset.org/frack-free- 
february-overview/] to set the scene, participants then 
heard from national group, Frack Off [http://www.frack- 
off.org.uk], a presentation about what extreme energy is, 
not just in terms of technologies and processes, but also in 
the context of the bigger picture. 

It was clear to many after listening and discussing what 
was surfacing, that many of us from different campaigns 
were actually all working under the same banner in trying 
to address the attempts of the few at the top of the 
hierarchy in our societies controlling our energy supplies 
and putting economic benefit ahead of all human or 
nonhuman community safety or self determination. 


After a short break the group reconvened to look at how 
communities had actually been resisting these harmful 
developments on the ground. We split into small groups 
and had a chance to hear presentations and ask questions 
to organisers from various groups including organisers 
from Stop Hinkley [http://stophinkley.org/], the Rossport 
Solidarity campaign [http://www.shelltosea.com] as well 
as what networks are now building in Scandinavia in 
response to unconventional gas and how these are reviving 
the radical environmental movement. An organiser from 
Australia also talked about the successes and incredible 
community organising taking place in Australia as part of 
the Lock the Gate [http://www.lockthegate.org.au/] 
campaigns and Coal Seam Gas Free Northern Rivers 
[http://www.csgfreenorthernrivers.org/] that are engaging 
a huge diversity of people to take action, including public 
meetings, blockades and more. 

Following these sessions the group then reconvened to look 
at the Frack Free Somerset campaign, tactics and strategies 
used so far and plans for the future. 

While groups were exploring these campaigns, a number of 
questions were asked including: 

o How can we avoid becoming isolated from the rest of 
society? 

o Are we thinking outside the box or just repeating the 
same old tactics? 

o How can we make the most of our losses? 

o Attack vs. Defense 

o How can we maintain a ‘positive’ vision, not just 
being anti-everything? 

o What are our wider goals? 

o What motivates people to act: scientific evidence or a 
sense of injustice? 


These gave a lot of food for thought and after more tea and 
flapjack, it was time to apply all the ideas and lessons 
learned from the sessions to various campaign scenarios. 

Small groups had to look at different scenarios and list 
potential points of intervention, before deciding on a route 
they’d take. This was an opportunity to balance various 
elements like community interaction, direct action, long 
term thinking and more. Example scenarios included 
things like developments being at various stages, from pre¬ 
planning permission, to full scale developments in various 
communities from rural to urban, and more. 

It proved to be a really useful exercise that provoked a lot 
of creative thinking and analysis. The group then shared 
their feedback on the afternoon and continued to network 
before the benefit gig started. 

One thing was clear from the workshop - that networking 
is powerful. No longer will we work as isolated single issue 
campaigns, when in fact we are incredibly connected - 
together resisting extreme energy and building a world 
based on sustainable energy consumption, appropriate 
technology and community-controlled energy systems. 

Talk began for organising a South West Extreme Energy 
Gathering to further build on these connections. Watch this 
space!
